FCC CHECKS CABLE SYSTEMS : ENGINEERS OF THE FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS COMMISSION 
CONDUCTED FIELD TESTS OF CABLE TELEVISION SYSTEMS AROUND THE COUNTRY THE WEEK OF 
AUGUST 20,ACCORDING TO A COMMISSION RELEASE.THE STATED PURPOSE OF THE CHECKS WAS 
TO ASSESS AND IMPROVE COMPLIANCE WITH A NEW CUMULATIVE LEAKAGE INDEX (CLI) THAT 
WENT INTO EFFECT JULY 1. 

THE CLI STANDARD SETS A LEAKAGE LIMIT THAT CABLE OPERATORS MUST NOT EXCEED,IN 
ORDER NOT TO CAUSE HARMFUL INTERFERENCE TO AERONAUTICAL COMMUNICATIONS AND 
NAVIGATION FREQUENCIES.CABLE SYSTEMS FOUND NOT IN COMPLIANCE WILL BE ORDERED TO 
SHUT DOWN OPERATIONS IN THE AVIATION BANOS 108-137 MHZ. AND 225-400 MHZ.,THE 
COMMISSION SAID. 

IF A CABLE LEAKS OUT IT LEAKS IN AS WELL.AMATEURS OPERATING ON THE 2-METER BAND 
CAN BE AFFECTED (MOST CABLE TV SYSTEMS PUT CHANNEL 18 WITHIN OUR 2-METER BAND),AS 
ARE THOSE OPERATING 220 MHZ. 

CABLE SYSTEM LICENSEES ARE REQUIRED TO PROVIDE DOCUMENTATION OF COMPLIANCE TO THE 
FCC,ANO ALL SYSTEMS ARE SUBJECT TO ON-SITE EVALUATION BY COMMISSION PERSONNEL. 
RESULTS OF THE TESTS ARE NOT YET AVAILABLE.
